REMARKS 

Please consider the following remarks to be fully responsive to the Office 
Action of May 4, 2006. 

Claims 1-6, which have already been examined, were subjected to a 
restriction requirement. Applicants respectfully traverse. There is clearly no 
burden on the Examiner to continue the examination of six (6) claims having 
been already examined. Further, Applicants have already established 
patentability in the previous response over the art of record. Applicants 
respectfully request the withdrawal of this restriction requirement and continued 
examination on the merits. 

As applicants are required to respond, regardless of the merits of the 
restriction, claims 1-3 are elected. Applicants further assert that the classification 
assigned by the Examiner is arbitrary. Both sets of method claims are directed to 
a method of adjusting an IMD pacemaker. Further selection of elements to focus 
on in isolation by the Examiner to "support" this restriction arbitrarily, artificially, 



incorrectly and inappropriately characterizes the claims in a manner not set forth 
by the applicants. As such, all noted claims should be examined.
